Two sensational legal proceedings were 
instituted yesterday, one civil and one 
criminal, which involve ugiy ab 
against J. 8.

A complaint was filed in Justice Sav- 
age’s court late yesterday afternoon by Mr. 
Montaflo, charging Chadwick & Sanchez 
with filing a false deed for record, and they 
were shortly afterward arrested and ar- 
raigned. Mr. Montafio was present, and 
his attorney, Horace Appel, and the de- 
fendants were represented by Mr. Lee, of 
Messrs. Wells, Guthrie & Lee. 

‘Lhe complaint sets forth that the deed 
filed by the defendants purports to be a deed 
of conyeyance by Mr. Muntafio to H. B. 
Pinney of lots 9 and 10, block V. of the

A paper from John Thompson, vice- 
ident. of the Cnase Nationa! Bank of 

ew York, was then read. It was the judg- 
ment of Tuompson that the movement for a 
more liberal use of silver in our currency 
supply should be gradual. First secure 
colnage of a maximum of four millions per 
month, and see the results under an aug- 
mented coinage. In his deliberate judg- 


ment this augmented coin would pave 
the way for the adoption of coinage by 
acclamation. 


The paper continued: With the de- 
monetization of silver began the era of con- 
traction; not perhaps shown by the aggre 
gate figures of outstanding curreacy, but by 
the disproportion between the increase of 
currency and that of the business of the 
country, which has increased out of all pro- 
| portion to the growth of our aggregate cir- 
culating medium. Of the mass of gold in 
the country obtained since resumption, 
some $200,000,000 is kept in the Treasury, 
‘and is virtually no of the working cur- 
rency. Itis only drawn out when used for 
foreign shipment. Our working currency 
consists of legal tender notes, national 
bank notes, silver coin and silver certif- 
icates. The latter now do not increase as 
fast as national bank notes are retired. 
Therefore, it can be truthfully said that the 

of currency that does tne work of the 
country is slowly but surely diminishing, 
while business demands upon it are con- 
stantly increasiug; that there have been 
two influences at work tending to increase 
the measuring power of money in the 
United States, and a consequent de la- 
tion of property.

celebrated French phil er, 

Vicror Covsin, was the. a 
clockmaker und born in Paris No- 
vember 28, 1792. He became professor 
of philosophy at Sorbonne in 1815, but 
was removed for his liberal principles 
in 1821. Five years later he published 
an edition of Descartes in 11 volumes, 
aud an original and important work 
entitled “ Philosophie Fragments. 
Suspected of liberalism, he was im- 
prisoned for six months in Berlin. In 
1828 he was reappointed professor of 
philosophy at the Sorbonne, in which 
position he gained immense 2 
After the revolution of 1 he re- 
signed his professorship, was appointed 
Councilor of State and a member of the 
Council of Public Instruction, and in 
the same year was elected to the French’ 
Academy in place of Fourier. Two 
yoans later he was created a Peer of 
Tance, and was, in 1840, for about 
eight months, Minister of Public In- 
Struction in the Cabinet of M. Thiers, 
As a member of the Chamber of Peers, 
he evinced oratorical powers of a high 
order. His system of philosophy is 
said to have consisted of a union of 
idealism and sensualism. He was the 
author of numerous philosophical 
works. He died in January, 1867. 

It is thirty years today since the 
death of WAsHINGTON Irvine. The 
son of a Scotch merchant who came to 
New York in 1763, Irving was born 
April 3, 1783, and at the age of 21 visit- 
ed Italy on a tour of health and pleas- 
ure. Soon after his return he wrote a 
comic history of New York, en rting 
to be the work of a venerable Dutch- 
man, Dietrich Knickerbocker. The 
work so pleased Sir Walter Scott that 
when the author visited him, in 1820 
he wrote to thank Campbell, who had 
Gree Irving an introduction to Sir 
Valter, for one ot the best and pleas- 
antest acquaintances he had metin 
many a day.“ Nor did Scott confine 
himself to compliments, but intro- 
duced Irving to Murray, the publisher, 
who gave him £200 for the copyright of 
The Sketch Book.“ but afterward in- 
creased the sum to £400. Irving wrote 
“Bracebridge Hall’ in Paris. and 
“The Tale of a Traveler” in 
Dresden, but found his richest 
mine in Spain, where he spent 
three months in the Palace of the Al- 
hambra, ransacking its library and 
records. Here he wrote his life of 
Columbus, for which Murray paid him.
